states, made it plain they had nut 
committed themselves 
or their

a plan into effect, but that they bfr- 
lived it .deserved careful study. 


Governor Roosevelt; who called 


the conference in Albany is known 
to believe unemployment insurance 
is inevitable iT suffering and dis- 
tress are to be avoided in case of 
future depression. 


The first step in the study of 


this subject will be taken at a 
meeting of the representatives of 
the seven state in New York 
City at a time to be fixed by Roo- 
sevelt. 


In addition to a study of unem- 


ployment insurance the governors 
decided to send representatives of 
their industrial and tax depart- 
ments to a conference shortly in 
Pennsylvania, where an effort w5!! 
be made to make labor and corpo- 
rate tax laws of the seven states 
more uniform. 


The governors believe that if 


labor and corporate tax laws - of 
eastern states can be equalized 
presentation competition between 
states for new industries will be 
eliminated to a large extent 


A special study also will be made 


of public and private employment 
agencies.

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 25.—Ohio 


water rates range from 20 cents, 
to $4.50 for the first 1,000 cubic 
feet of metered water, a rate book 
just issued by the Ohio Municipal I 
League discloses. The study is the 
first of a series on Ohio public util- 
ities, which win also include elec- 
tricity, gas, telephone, heat, and 
street railways. 


The study of water was compil- 


ed by Ellworth Wolfsperger, Can- 
ton, and Rex M. Johnson, Colum- 
bus, graduate students at Ohio 
State University, under the super- 
vision of Prof. Harvey Walker, who 
is secretary-treasurer at the lea- 
gue. Data on the water service of 
all of Ohio's5 110 cities and from 
many of the larger villages are in- 
cluded. 


Direct 
comparisons of water 


rates in different communities are 
difficult to make, it points out, be- 
cause "no two communities have 
exactly the same local conditions." 
Some water can be used just as it 
is taken in its raw state, while 
others require extensive treatment. 


Of the communities covered in 


the survey, 
147 hafl municipally 


owned water systems and only 17 
were owned by private 
corpora- 


tions. Average cost of the first 
1,000-eubic feet of metered water 
was nearly the same with the mu- 
nicipally owned systems. In the 
former the cost ranged from 20 
cents to $4.37, with an average 
of $1.19. For the latter, the aver- 
age cost of the first 1,000 cubic 
feet of metered water in all cities 
was $1.18, and ranged from 31 
cents to $4.50. 


Four communities 
shared the 


distinction of having 
the lowest 


rate for the first 1,000 cubic feet 
of water. They were Dover, Nor- 
walk, West Alexandria, .and Wil-
